Several inquiries have been received about the eligibility of certain categories of
grain sorghum for loan and LDP's.

This notice provides:

» guidanceto State and County Offices for assigning yields for grain sorghum
harvested as other than grain

* guidelinesfor assigning yields for varieties of grain sorghum that are not
normally harvested as grain

¢ thevarietiesthat are:

ineligible

sterile

photo-period sensitive

dual purpose, that yield the same as hybrid varieties.

2 Assigning Yield Guidelines

COC shall assign ayield that could have been expected had that actual crop been
carried to harvest as grain. If the commodity is affected by any disaster, such as
drought, hail, etc., the yield shall be adjusted to accurately reflect the actual yield if
the crop had been allowed to be harvested as grain. For grain sorghum harvested
as other than grain, obtain documentation from the producer as to the variety
harvested.

The following categories will be used to determine eligibility of grain sorghum for
2000 and subsequent crop years.

» Category I. Non-Tannin Sorghum for grain or silage/hay is eligible regardless
of parentage or grain yield.

» Category Il. Tannin Sorghum for grain or silage/hay is eligible regardless of
parentage or grain yield, but if harvested for grain must be identity-preserved
and reported.

o Category Ill. Tannin Sorghum used for pastureisnot eligible for LDP' s or
any programs.

Use the following methods if the variety of grain sorghum is eligible for loan or
LDP.

* |f the producer harvested some acreage of that crop and variety on the farm for
grain, and used the same management practices on al the acreage, assign the
yield based on the acreage harvested for grain.

* |f no acreage of that crop and variety was harvested for grain on the farm using
the same management practices, assign ayield based on 3 similar farms.

Note: Theyields assigned by COC shall not exceed the actual yield for farmsin
the area with similar management practices that harvested the crop and
variety for grain.

Dual purpose varieties of grain sorghum that have ayield potential equal to 100
percent of hybrid varieties are listed in Exhibit 1. Assign ayield of 100 percent of
the average yield of 3 similar farms that harvested grain sorghum for grain.

Sterile varieties of grain sorghum are listed in Exhibit 2. The producer must
provide acceptable documentation to COC that shows the crop was planted with a
cross pollinator and that 90 percent or more of the plants could produce a grain
that would be classified as the grain using the Official United States Standards for
Grain.

Assign ayield based on 80 percent of the yield determined by using the methodsin
subparagraph 2 B.

Photo-period sensitive varieties of grain sorghum are listed in Exhibit 3. Contact
the State Office for assistance with establishing maximum eligible quantity if the
crop was planted south of aline from El Paso to Abilene to Dallas (Interstate 20).
Assign ayield based on 80 percent of the yield determined by using the silage
factor.

For any photo-period sensitive variety planted north of the line, assign ayield of
zero.

For al other dual purpose varieties of grain sorghum harvested for other than
grain, including sterile varieties according to subparagraph B, assign ayield of
80 percent of the average yield determined according to paragraph 2.
